SCHOOL REPORT. 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, Igoo. 


The School Board congratulates the people of the town upon 
a successful year of school*work anda favorable condition of 
the work at the end of the year. The schools have been main- 
tained twenty seven weeks, an increase of one and one half 
weeks in comparison with the previous year. 

The report made to the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion for the year ending Aug. 1, 1899, showed that the whole 
number of different pupils registered for the previous year was 
229, not including the pupils attending the high school courses 
of Proctor Academy. Of these public school pupils 127 were 
boys and 102 were girls. The whole number of different pu- 
pils five years of age and upwards, registered at least two 
weeks during the year was 219, boys 120, girls 99. The per- 
cent of attendance in all the schools was .gg, ninety nine hun- 
dredths. This shows a very good degree of regularity in at- 
tending the schools. The number of cases of tardiness report- 
ed was 250. The number of boys in town between five and 
sixteen was 119, girls 98.

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STATE AID FOR SCHOOLS. 

The State of New Hampshire has, through its Legislature, 
adopted two important measures for the improvement of the 
schools of the state, and more especially those of the towns of 
small population and valuation. The two proposed means of 
improvement are expert supervision and state aid for towns 
which appear to be most in need of this help. Both of these 
measures are found in Chapter 77, Session Laws of 1899, being 
An Act to equalize the school privileges of the state. Sec- 
tions I — 3 inclusive, authorize towns and special school dis- 
tricts to unite, by vote of each in a union district for the pur- 
pose of the employment ofa superintendent of schools who 
shall give his whole time to the work. In such cases the state 
will pay half of the salary of such superintendent and the other 
half will be divided between the school districts so united, mak- 
ing the amount to be paid by each one quite small. 

A similar law has been in successful operation in Massachu- 
setts for many years. 

Section 6 of the Act provides for state aid to such towns as 
have less than $3000 for each child of the average attendance 
in the public schools, and such other towns as seem to need re- 
lief from too great a buyden of school taxation. The town of 
Andover comes within the provisions of this section. 


The attention of the voters of the school district is invited 
to the following letter from the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, 


CONCORD. 
Nov. 25, 1899. 


To the Memhers of School Boards: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 
77 of the Session Laws of. 1899, the town of Andover will re- 
ceive $416.37 from the state treasury, upon the adjustment of 
its state tax in December, which sum must be applied to the 
support of its public schools. 
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By this award the town is not relieved in any degree of the 
legal necessity of raising money for the support of its schools. 
The law is calculated to supplement the efforts of the town to 
advance the educational standard. ‘The importance of doing 
this is urged upon you. The justification of the law depends 
upon its apparent effect upon the several towns receiving a dis- 
tributive portion of the appropriation.

Friends of education throughout the state are anxiously 
watching the towns that receive a share of this appropriation 
to see whether they honestly use it to supplement their own 
efforts or relax their own endeavers in their dependence upon 
the state ; to see whether assistance given by the state strength- 
ens or enfeebles the towns receiving it.

In the opinion of the school board these methods recommend- 
ed by the Superintendent of Public Instruction may all be 
wisely adopted by the school district of Andover at such time 
as may appear to be suitable. The board has already extended 
the school time beyond that which would otherwise have been 
practicable. The appropriation by the state is for the year end- 
ing Aug. 1, and a part of the appropriation remains on hand 
for further improvement during the remainder of the school 
year.

TEACHER’S WAGES. 


The better qualified of the teachers of Andover can secure 
better compensation out of Andover than they can in our own 
schools. It appears to be desirable, therefore, that the wages of 
such teachers as are best qualified and most efficient in their 
work should be advanced to the end that better competency 
and ability may not need to go abroad for satisfactory compen- 
sation. 

We recommend that careful consideration be given by the 
district to the question of union with other towns for the em- 
ployment of a superintendent. 


REPAIR OF SCHOOLHOUSES. 


During the year a book case has been supplied for the Flag- 
hole school. Such repairs of the Tucker Mountain school- 
house have been made as were deemed necessary to preserve 
the buidling from destruction, new windows and clapboards be- 
ing supplied as needed. | While this schoolhouse is not in use 
it is deemed advisable to keep the building in such order as to 
permit its use in case of such increase of children in the dis- 
trict as may make it necessary to reopen the school. 


The Boston Hill schoolhouse, one side of the Taunton Hil! 
schoolhouse and one side of the house at Andover have been 
shingled. The fire-box of the furnace at Andover became so 
cracked as no longer to permit of its use. A new furnace was 
therefore supplied. The cost of these repairs exceeded the ap- 
propriation of the district, making it necessary to use a per- 
centage of the school money as provided by law. A _ bill for 
setting the furnace, etc., remains to be paid on account of the 
coming year. : 


- 


The repairs most needed for the coming year are for the Flag- 
hole, East Andover, Taunton Hill and Andover schoolhouses, 
all of which are in need of being shingled wholly or in part. 
Some of the blackboards are in need of repairs or extension of 
the supply. Other small repairs of seats, etc., will be needed and 
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several of the schoolhouses should be painted. The school 
district should keep its houses in such condition as to furnish 
the children with an example of neatness and order. The houses 
should be kept at least in as good condition as a reputable citi- 
zen would keep his private house. The grounds of several of 
the houses should be put in better order by donations of labor, 
the Dyer’s Crossing and Boston Hill lots being most in need of 
this improvement. 
BEECH HILL SCHOOL. 

It was apparent at the beginning of the year that there were 
not enough pupils attending the Beech Hill school to justify 
in maintaing this school. Arrangements were therefore made 
for the conveyance of the pupils of the district to the school 
at Andover. This has secured to the children good service and 
at less cost than would have been necessary to maintain the 
school as previously. 

CILLEYVILLE SCHOOL. 

The attendance of pupils at this school was fora time so 
large as to make it necessary to transfer seats from other 
schools, where they were not needed, for the accommodation 
of the children. The subsequent removal of several families 
left the number so reduced as furnish the necessary seats. The 
present prospect is that the attendance at this school will be 
large for the following term. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The school board recommend that for the ensuing year the 
same sums be raised and appropriated, in addition to those re- 
quired by law, as last year, namely: for the support of schools, 
$500 ; repair of schoolhouses, $100; High School instruction 
at Proctor Academy, $500.
